It 
ig no exaggeration to say that the fate of 
every individual on this planet has been 
or will be touched by the course and 
results of this war. No one can escape its 
repercussions on him as an individual as 
well as in his social relationship, In this 
conflict so much more weight, so niany 
more men, so much more armor plate, so 
much more wealth, are being used.

“This deplorable act of the Pales- 
tine administration is not consistent 
with the high principles animating 
the empire in its present struggle 
against international outlawry, nor 
with a fair and just policy of imml- 
gratian in regard to Jewish rights 
in’ Palestine,” it said. 

“Foles, Czechs, Greeks and other 
non-Jewish victims of the Nazis are 
admitted to Palestine in the thous- 
ands; shall this privilege be denied 
to Jewish victims of the same perse- 
cution who, besides their ancient

Statistics prove that during the past 
few years Death has chosen Youth ag its 
driving companion, Young drivers in the 
various age groups have been involved in 
from seven to three times as many fatal 
accidents as drivers of mature age, 

On the basis of miles travelled, our 
friend tells us, drivers 16 years old have 


as drivers of 30. Seventeen year old 
drivers have four times ag many, The age 
group from 18 to 21 hag about three 
times as many fatal crashes as 30 year old 
drivers. From 22 to 25 years there is a 
regular decrease until the 25 year olds 
have not a great deal higher accident 
frequency than those 30 years old. 

The accident frequency chart, he con- 
tinued, shows a gradual improvement 
after 30 until the age of 48 is reached, 
after which the drivers have a higher 
accident frequency. The 65 year olds, 
however, have just as good a record as 
drivers of 27 and several times better 
than that of the juvenile drivers. 

A start has been made toward reducing 
this juvenile accident record through 
safety education in the schools. Fatalities 
among drivers and passengers from 15 to 
24 years have shown a_ considerable 
decline in the last three years, 

This education, however, is better 
carried on in the home than in the school.

In 168 B.C. As In 1942 

‘As ilong. past as 168B.C., experts‘and 
critics on the art of war flourished in 
republican Rome.

acting only on qualified advice by winding 
up the Macedonian war in short time. 
This speech can be read with benefit by 
everyone today for its-steadying influence

Previous orders ‘affecting use of 
new crude rubber prevented’ manu- 
facture of hundreds of clvilian ar- 
ticles and under the new order 
manufacture of many other arti- 
cles for which reclaim rubber was 
suitable has been halted complete- 


ly. 

Hockey pucks, tennis and lacrosse 
balls, children’s rubber toys, rubber 
fly swatters, mats, matting, garden 
hose, rubber soles and rubber heels, 
are among the articles which will 
no longer be manufactured under 
the new order. 

Rubber processors of both ctude 
and reclaim are permitted to make 
only a few civillan articles regarded 
as absolutely necessary to the 
health and industrial life of the 
country.

Now, again, on chis subject, some- 
one who has never becn widely 
enough read except by tne German 
geo-politicians, has soniething to 
say. That is Sir Halford MacKin~ 
der, who, in a remarkable littic 
book published in 1919, predicted 
the whole strategy of this war to a 


Foresaw Air Power Use. 

Sir Halford, like the German geo- 
politician Haushofer, who unfor- 
tunately learned a lot from the 
scholarly British geographer, fore- 
saw the decline of seapower as a 
striking force, the rise of alrpower 
in its place, and the relative advan- 
tage of alrpower of central land 
Pesitions on vast land areas. 

Also, like the German geo-politi- 
clans, he thought in global terms 
and recognized that Europe, Asin 
and Africa were not three “contl- 
nents,” but the continent, all con- 
tiguous by land,,, and containing 
two-thirds of the earth's surface, 
and seven-eighths of humanity. 

In Sir Halford's global view—and 
Haushofer’s — all the rest of the 
world, including the Americas, was 
merely so many islan off the 
coasts of the great conjinent, 

He argued that if one could 
drive all other armies off the great 
continent, the “Islanders* would 
have a hard time climbing on it and 
defending them. And he put the 
center of this continent, the strate- 
gic hub of the world, in- Russia — 
around the Black Sea, at the fuc- 
tion between Europe, Asia and Afri- 
ca. 

Sir Halford was not thinking 
about Bolshevism. He was 
about geography and the strategy 
of war. * 

The Hub of the World 

Today he is more right than he 
was then. For technical matters 
also make this area the‘hub of the 
world. In this area ore the oll 
supplies for the Germanz, the Rus- 
stans and partly for the British. It 
is not only that the Germans need 
oll, whether from Iran or Baku. It 
the Russians lose Baku, their mgch. 
anized armies stand still and Russia 
can only fight on’ like the Yugo- 
slays, 

So Hitler must try to get Baku 
this Spring and Summer, All other 
things are less important Other 
sources of oil are Jess important. 
For he cannot win this war if he 
has a huge mechanizca Russian 
army fighting nim on hir flanks— 
even if he gets of from other Near 
Easter sources.

thin rod. The backs of the kneel- 
ing Canadians bore blue weals, 

“A car driven by a Canadian of- 
ficer turned a corner and was 
stopped by the Japs, They pulled 
him from the car and hit him * in 
the mouth. He, too, was stripped 
to the waist, roped ‘and forced tw 
kneel, 

“Watching hotel residents were 
then moved away by the Japanese, 
We heard the sound of shots some 
minutes afterwards”, 

Gallagher said he was unable 
t name the bauker as the Japan- 
ese would “Gestapo” tis relatives 
at Hong Kong, but added he had 
passed the man’s name on to the 
British Intelligence Corps.

Some Doubt Expressed 
Riom Trial Will Ever be 
Resumed 


Vichy, March 31 — (AP) — The 
Riom trial of five leaders of the 
defeated French Republic, includ- 
ing two former premiers, will be 
suspended from April 2 & 15 and 
considerable doubt was expressed 
today it ever would be resumed. 

There was no official announce- 
ment, however. 

Tite five defendants, accused of 
responsibility for France's defeat in 
the war, are Edouard Daladier, 
Premier when France went to war 
in 1939; Leon Blum, Premier of 
France's only popular front govern- 
ment; Gen, Marie-Gustave Game- 
lin, former Allied Commander in 
Chief; former Air Minister Guy La 
Chambre; and Pierre Jacomet, for- 
mer Administrator of defence in- 
dustries, - 

(A French- broadcast by 
the Rome radio, heard in New York 
by CBS, said the Riom trial would 
be suspended but that it would “be 
resumed at some later date in a 
different form which would con- 
form with the alm that Marshal 
Petain wishes to attain.”) | 


Turns Into Boomefang. 


The trial, which began Feb. 19, has 
turned into a boomerang against the 
Petain regime, in the sense the 
accusers became accused. The 
fence turned on the prosecution and 
Blum and Daladier challenged the 
legality of the court and inferen- 
tlally that of the Petain regime. 

The court ruled against them; but 
the testimony quickly turned along 
military reasons why Prance lost the 
war instead of political reasong for 
her entry into the conflict.
